la public he appeared with a numerous 
train of dependants and auxiliaries—such as 
horses, dogs, cais, and mowkies, and dor dies’ 
heads, by which he kgically proved the 
knowledge contained iu ius own. He was 
in bis youth a wanderer, an outcast and a 
vagaboud; banished frow Vienna, drummed 
out of Paris, and nearly starved ww Loodon 
and Edinburgh; be came to Liver;< ol, 
where he finished bis career, having suffered 
the last pevalty of the flaw, and was burned 
with all scientific pomp. His friends (par- 
ticularly Dr. Caineron and the Lumyolog sts) 
were to wear sackcloth and ashes fur six 
months, and to have their organs of vencra- 
tion highly developed. 

The deceased was carried to the tomb 
of his fathers, in the lmho of vanty, where 
he lies interred, covered with the ashes of 
oblivion. The following inscription bas been 
writtea for his monument: 

TO THE MEMORY oF 
PHRENULOGY. 

Born of Fa tasy, by holly bred: 
Educated in the school of Sophistry, 
Under the direction of Doctors Gall, Spurz- 

heim, & Co. 

Was introduced to the world by Nore ty;

“For this amusement, a plank of | ght wood, 
eight or ten feet long, two fect bread, and three 
or four mebes thick mm the middle, decreawag 
toa sharp edge ot the sides, and ends, which 
are rounded; and having the whole surface 
finely polished, i¢ Recessary—and forms of ar- 
ticle of .ersonal property among the chiefs, 
tnale and female, and among many of the com- 
mon people. With this under their arm, they 
wade or ewim into the surf. On mee ing a 
roller, they dive under it with their board, to 
prevent being carried back by its power, and 
thus make their way beyond the reef, to the 
smooth snrface of the sea, at Labania, « quar- 
ter of a mile from the beach. 

“They then await the approach of a heavy 
wave, olace themselves at full lenzth, flat upon 
the board, with the face downwerds, end the 
head and chest elevated above the forward 
end, headed for the shore. In this atttude they 
tuke the breaker, mount upon its crest as it 
towers above the reef, and with the arms and 
fer t. skilfully kee; their poise iv the swell, eo 
as not to be sufficiently forward to be over- 
whelmed by its combining, nor so far behin as 
to lose its impetus; and they are thus ‘hurried, 
with the velocity of a racer, on the rolling 
sommit,—their erected! heads only appearing 
above the foam —ti!l they are cast on the bench, 
or slip from the board in time to escape stri- 
kine mpon the sand.
